This may seom to to a lot of troublo to go to for a lowly 
absorption wavometer, but any Ham who builds ono will got a lot of 
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satisfaction from this set, which is complete, does a goon job 
and costs practically nothing to construct, altogether a Host 
Useful Piece of Apparatus. 
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The powdered iron cores usod for. RF inductances are so brittle 
that they are ifeble to crack or break, oithor when being wound 
or during the f2nal heat treatment, when replacement is costly. 


According to the invention, the cores ara atrengthenec br include 
ing ra orcing strips of non-macnotic material in the course of 
manufacture, Fa instance, the core for a toroidal winding is 
movided in two "split" halves, each circular in plan and semicir- 
cular in cross section, A.ring shaped strip of whalebone fibre, 

20 to 40 mils thick, is comonted to the flat face of each half, and 
the tyvo halves are then cemented together, strip to strip to form 
the complete reinforced core, This is baked hard to dr; out tho 
comont, keforo being tapod and varnished.

PRESIDENT's report for the :rear ended 50th June, 1945, presented 
at the 35th Annual General Meeting of the Victorian Division. 


For the fifth successive year it is my pleasant duty to revicw 
at this, tho 35th Annual General Mocting, the activitios of this 
Division of the Wireless Institute of Australia during the pest 
twelve months, - 


Finance heads the list of matters for review and as full dotails 
are shown in tho Balance Sheet, and Income and Expenditure Accounts, 
@ copy of which will be posted to every member, I will deal brisrly 
with only the most outstanding items. The years operations resultod 
in anothor loss, which, aftor providing £27.5.0 for depreciation, 
amounted to £59,18.1; About £44,0.0 less than tho loss incurrod 
last year and somowhat less than tho losses of other war years, As 
I have stated in provious Annual Reports Losses must be expoctod 
while the war continues and your Council is of tho opinion that it 
is battor to suffor such loss and retain thoso rooms than to economiso 
by civing them up. : 


Two items of Laboratory Equipmont, namely:- Tinsloy's Portatlo 
Wheetstono Bridgo and GR 1000 cyclo Tuning Fork Oscillator wore sold 
during the year for a total of £70,0.0, so tho capital valuo cf 
apparatus is reducod by that amount, and bocauso of support resvived 
from throo advertisers, operations by tho Magazine committeo on tho 
publication of "Amateur Radio" resulted in a small profit of £3.9.2d. 
ZI rogard with satisfaction the fact that wo havo carriod out tho 
yoar's operations without having to sell any of our holdings of 
Commonwoalth Government Inscribed Stock which remains at £550,0.0, 


reivEP.,.Once again figures show an increase, largoly duo to tho 
efforts of tho Mombership Secretaries, Messrs, J. CG, 
Marsland VK3NY and T. D. Hogan VK3HX who have continued tho drivo 
for’new members throughout tho yoar. At the beginning of tho yoar 
mombers numbered 208; 70 either joined or rejoined, but 14 failod 
to.ronow thoir subscriptions so the total is now 264, a nett incroase 
of 5G. Sorvice mombors total 135; 7 boing either reported as "Miss- 
ing" or "Prisonors of War." P/O J, B, Snadden VKSVE was ono of thoso, 
roported in a list issued last year. Tho only one of whom we havo 
information is "Snow" Campboll VK3MR who was reported ropatriatod, 
thouch it is not known whother or not hoe has left England... (Snow 
was prosent at the meeting at which this roport was prosonted....2d. 


In extending to all new mombers a hearty wolcome and an invitation 
to participate in all activities of the Institute, I would liko to 
axpress the gratification felt by those of us who have for so long 
carried on with the support of a comparative few who saw tho wisdom 
of keeping the Instituto alive in this Division, 29 that when tho 
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time for restoration of licences arrived the organisation necessary 
to accomplish this and to organiso other post war activities would 
be alroady in existanco. When wo comparo the prosent incroasing 
mombership with the bare 100 mombors of a fow Ss ago, wo foel 
that our policy of keeping things going in spite of tho discouraging 
position has boen vindicatod. 


A suggostion by VK3ML that membors be issued with a membership

At the Fifteen Annual Federal Convention held in Melbourne curing 
Easter of 1939 the Constitution was re-drefted and in its new and 
mouitied form, unanimously agreec to by the delegates present, This 
Constitution lays down the organisation of the Institute stating 
t. it shall consist of Divisions, a Federal Exocutive ~- and a Fed- 
oral Council and certain very definite powers aro given the Execut- 
ive including a mandate from all Divisions to execute or handle all 
mavtors of a Federal nature. The Federai Council to consist of ono 
momver from each Division togother with the Fodorai President, Fed- 
oral Vice President and Federal Secretary. Tho Council would be tho 
governing body and as the name implies, the Executive would carry 
ouc its decisions, 


4 Convention was hold once a year and Councillors met and laid 
down tho policy of the. Instituto for tho onsuing year. This did not 
meen, of course, that if any matter cropped up Guring tho yoar that 
iu would be impossible or perhaps difficult for any action to be 
taken, That is of course ridiculous, and as the various Divisions 
ary aware, they have been consultod by letter from timo to timo. 


It is fully roalised that at the present timo the only roally 
activo Divisions are those in N.S.\. and Victoria, whilst a skoloton 
orgaoieition has boen maintained in VK6, In VK4, 5 & 7 tho Instit- 
ute is dormant, This state of affairs has been brought about by tho

A Division which has been 
responsible for keoping Amateur Radio alive in Australia during tho 
war years by reason of tho fact that it was able to obtain pormiss~ 
ion for a wartimo Emergency Communication Network, Although unfor- 
tunately confined to VK2, this Network provided a stimulus to 
Ezxperimontal Radio throughout the Commonwealth. 


If it is thought nocossary to again ro-draft the Federal Con- 
stitution, why not wait until such time as a representative numbor 
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of dustralian Amateurs on Service have raturned to ¢ivilian life and 
give them an opportunity of forming the Constitution inétead of 
presenting thom with a fait accompli, Of course 3ML suggests that 
a tentative Constitution be drawn up to operate for two years, ‘Tho 
writer can see no reason for this, 


It is realised that with the cessation of hostilities, Federal 
Headquarters will have to consult with the Department on many occas-

Mr. Editor, I trust that I have not taken up too much of’ your 
valuable spaco in my endeavors to show that tho Foderal Constitution 
is workable and tho value of obtaining advice on Post War plans, and, 
in conclusion, would like to state that if F.H.@. consults a State, 
it is up to that body to forward a prompt reply.
